1 .  Missionary  Visits  to  places  where  there  is  no  set- 
tled Clergyman,  and  aid  to  new  and  poor  Missions, 

2.  The  establishment  of  Divinity  Scholarships ;  and 
assistance,  when  necessary,  to  those  who  may  be  under 
preparation  for  the  Ministry,  especially  sons  of  Clergy- 
men. 

3.  Aid  to  Sunday  and  other  Schools  in  which  Church 
principles  are  taught,  and  the  training  and  encouraging 
of  Schoolmasters  and  Catechists. 

4.  The  supply  of  such  Books  and  Tracts  as  are  on  the 
Catalogue  of  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Know- 
ledge, and  none  other.  - 

5.  Aid  to  the  building  and  enlarging  of  Churches  and 
Chapels. 

6.  Aid  to  the  building  of  Parsonage  Houses. 

7.  The  creation  of  a  Fund  towards  the  augmentation 
of  the  stipends  of  Clergymen  who  are  poor;  and  to- 
wards the  education  of  the  children  of  such  Clergymen, 
and  towards  the  making  a  provision  for  those  who  may 
be  incapacitated  by  age  or  infirmity. 

8.  The  creation  of  a  Fund  for  the  Widows  and  Or- 
phans of  the  Clergy. 

9 .  Aid  to  the  Endowment  Fund  in  particular  Parishes. 

10.  The  fornaation  of  a  Fund  for  receiving  Money  or 
Securities  as  Special  Trusts. 
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11.  Aid  to  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land :  with  the  understanding  that  subscriptions  for  this 
object  may  be  limited  to  any  organization  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  England,  but  if  not  so  limited,  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel,  for  the  general  purposes  of  that  Society. 

X. 

The  Society  will  employ  no  Clergyman  on  Missionary 
services  without  the  Bishop's  license  and  appointment, 
and  will  submit  its  choice  of  Divinity  Scholars  to  his 
Lordship's  approbation. 

XI. 

It  shall  be  competent  to  any  member  of  the  Society 
to  limit  his  subscription  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  ob- 
jects above  recited,  which  he  may  be  most  anxious  to 
promote. 

XII. 
LOCAL   COMBIITTEE. 

1.  The  members  of  the  Society  in  each  Parish,  or  in 
each  Mission,  consisting  of  two  or  more  Parishes,  shall, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Missionary  of  such  Mission,  con- 
stitute a  Local  Committee ;  and  so  also  the  member? 
residing  in  any  District  of  a  Parish  set  off  under  the 
authority  of  the  Lord  Bishop,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Rector  and  Church  Corporation  of  such  Parish 
(there  being  in  such  District  a  Church  duly  consecrated, 
and  a  resident  Clergyman  licensed  thereto  by  the  Lord 
Bishop),  may,  at  the  desire  of  such  Clergyman,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  form  a  separate  Local  Committee ;  and  in  that 
jcase  the  District  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  the  Society, 
[be  considered  as  a  separate  Parish. 

2.  Each  Local   Committee   shall  hold  an  Annual 
I  Meeting  on  some  convenient  day,  previous  to  the  Anni-

Parish,  the  duly  licensed  Curate  or  Assistant  Minister] 
shall  be  considered  Pro  hac  vice  a  member  of  the  Genera^ 
Committee) ,  and  the  Lay  Deputies  elected  by  the  Loctil 
Committees  as  before  provided;  all  such  persons  beinj 
Subscribers  to  the  Society. 

Proof  of  the  election  of  such  Deputies  by  each  Local 
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Committee,  to  be  the  ccrtificiite  of  the  Chairman  or  Sec- 
retary thereof. 

2.  The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
ex  officio  members  of  the  General  Committee. 

3.  Tl  General  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  two  daya 
next  previous  to  the  Anniversary  Meeting  to  make  the 
Annual  appropriations  of  the  funds  of  the  Society ;  and 
a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
made  at  the  Anniversary  Meeting. 

4.  The  Order  of  Business  in  General  Committee  shall 
be  as  follows  : 

Firstly.  Production  of  Certificates  of  Laj'^  Dele- 
gates. 

Secondly.  Secretarj^'s  Report  to  be  read,  and  also  a 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
for  the  past  year. 

Thirdly.  Report  of  the  Auditors  to  be  read  and  laid 
before  the  General  Committee. 

Fourthly.  Such  appropriations  or  disposition  of  the 
funds  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  as  a  majority  of  those 
present  may  determine. 

5.  The  General  Committee  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
journ its  meetings  for  any  special  purpose  from  day  to 
day ,  or  to  any  day  subsequent  to  the  Anniversary  Meet- 
ing of  the  Society,  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present ;  and  to  determine  by  like  vote,  the 
place  where  such  adjourned  meeting  shall  be  held.  Pro- 
vided that  in  every  such  case,  a  report  of  such  adjourn- 
ment, and  the  causes  therefor,  shall  be  made  at  the  An- 
niversary Meeting. 

XV. 

The  Clergy  are  requested  to  preach  annually  two  Ser- 
mons in  their  respective  Churches,  with  a  collection  on 
each  occasion,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Society.

Whereas  it  is  desirable  for  the  bettor  provision  for 
the  ministrations  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Fred- 
eric'ton,  that  there  be  a  systomatic  and  permanent  plan 
for  the  payment  of  the  stipends  of  Missionaries  ; 

Therefore  Hesolved, — 

1.  That  in  order  to  encourage  the  established  Mis- 
sions to  become  gradually  self-supporting,  all  grants 
made  by  or  through  this  Society  in  aid  of  Missions  ( not 
including  stij)end8  secured  to  any  of  the  elder  clergy  on 
the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  grant 
during  life)  shall  from  henceforth  be  made  conditional 
on  the  contribution  by  the  Mission  itself  of  a  stated  sum 
towards  the  Missionary's  stipend. 

2.  That  all  grants  made  by  the  General  Committee 
be  made  subject  to  these  resolutions,  and  be  distribu- 
ted under  the  direction  of  the  Schedule  Committee, 
who  shall  have  at  all  times  all  such  and  like  powers  and 
rights  with  respect  to  the  same,  or  any  of  them,  as  the 
General  Committee  of  the  Society  would  have  if  in  ses- 
sion.

shall,  if  stationed  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  the 
Lord  Bishop  in  any  vacant  Mission  which  may  be  wil- 
ling to  comply  with  the  terms  required  of  the  default- 
ing Mission,  be  entitled  in  respect  of  the  services  to  be 
rendered  in  such  new  Mission  to  such  stipend  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  such  Missionary  and  the  Sched- 
ule Committee,  not  exceeding  that  provided  for  the 
continuation  of  his  services  in  his  former  Mission,  and 
upon  the  like  terms  and  conditions.  Provided  also, 
that  any  such  Missionary,  if  not  so  appointed  to  any| 
new  Mission,  may  nevertheless  be  permitted  by  the  I 
Schedule  Committee,  on  special  application,  to  draw  ou| 
1st  April  for  a  sum  in  their  discretion ;  but  not  exceed- 
ing his  previous  quarter's  stipend  from  the  Society. 

(d.)  Where  such  engagement  is  entered  into,  thel 
Committee  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Missionary  whol 
shall  thereupon  (unless  the  terms  of  such  engagemeutj 
shall  not  be  fulfilled  as  hereinafter  provided)  be  entitled] 
to  draw  upon  the  Society  for  the  full  amount  of  hia 
quarterly  salary,  including  therein  the  sum  required  for 
the  quarter  of  the  Mission  itself. 

(e.)  The  sum  required  of  the  Mission  shall  in  sucli 
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case  be  remitted  by  the  Wardens  quarterly  in  advance 
to  the  Treasurer,  and  may  consist  either  ot*  money  or 
Avritten  receipts  of  the  Missionary,  for  produce  furnished 
to  him  at  the  market  rates  :  Provided  that  two  months 
jrrace  (but  no  more)  may  be  alb) wed  the  Mission  to 
make  up  such  sura ;  that  is  to  say,  the  sum  required  for 
the  quarter  of  tlie  ensuing  year,  ending  30th  October, 
shall  bo  remitted  before  the  1st  September,  and  for  the 
following  quarter  before  the  1st  December  next. 

(/.)  Should  the  Missionary  give  any  such  written 
receipts  for  produce,  he  shall  keep  a  record  thereof, 
and  shall  make  his  next  quarter's  draft  for  such  sum 
only  as  shall  be  due  him,  after  he  shall  be  debited  with 
such  receipts  iu  the  Treasurer's  books. 

(g.)  Should  the  sum  required  from  the  jiarish  not  be 
remitted  as  aforesaid  the  Treasurer  shall  forthwith,  on 
the  expiration  of  the  two  months  grace,  give  notice  (C) 
to  the  Missionary  requiring  him  to  give  notice  (D)  of 
withdrawal  of  stipend  as  such  Missionary,  and  all  such 
stipend  shall  be  thereupon  withdrawn  pursuant  to  such 
notice ;  and  unless  the  sum  agreed  to  be  paid  for  the 
quarter  shall  be  forthwith  remitted,  no  stipend  shall  be 
payable  for  such  expired  quarter  beyond  the  amount 
agreed  to  be  contributed  ou  the  part  of  the  Society  : 
and  none  whatsoever  for  the  succeeding  quarter :  and 
the  Committee  shall  appoint  a  deputation  to  enquire 
into  the  causes  of  such  default,  and  shall  report  thereon 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Committee. 

Provided  that  in  any  case,  on  a  Mission  ceasing  to 
be  in  default,  though  alter  the  period  for  withdrawal  of 
the  stipend  shall  have  arrived,  such  Mission  may  be  rein- 
stated by  the  Schedule  Committee  if  they  shall  see  fit 
so  to  do,  under  the  regulations  and  conditions  herein 
contained. 

(k. )  In  the  case  of  the  Missions  where  the  ]\Iissionary's 
stipend  is  secured  for  life  on  the  Society  for  the  Pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel  grant,  the  Committee  shall  call 
on  the  Wardens  to  enter  into  the  prescribed  engage- 
ment only  in  case  of  the  demise  of  the  present  Mision- 
arv  ;  and  those  ^lissionaries  shall  continue  tv)  draw  their 
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stipends  as  heretofore  accustomed,  unless  any  shall 
voluntarily  come  within  the  <?encral  system  adopted  for 
other  Missions. 

{{.)  It  shall  bo  optional  with  the  Schedule  Commit- 
tee to  permit  any  Mission  to  make  a  quarterly,  half- 
yearly,  or  yearly  payment,  at  any  period  in  advance, 
and  these  regulations,  mutatis  mutandis^  shall  thereupon 
apply,  generally,  to  any  such  Mission.       ' 

(Jc.)  The  Schedule  Committee  shall  have  lull  power 
and  authority  to  make  all  such  further  bye-laws,  rules, 
and  regulations,  as  may  in  their  opinion  be  required 
for  their  guidance,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  or 
amend  the  same  as  they  shall  see  fit. 

5.  That  in  every  case  of  a  Clergyman  receiving  a

The  following  plan  for  a  provision  for  tiu'  Widow?*  mid 
Orphans  of  the  Clcrnry,  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
annexed,  was  adopted  by  the  General  Committee.  (Sec 
3()th  Report.) 

1.  The  Chun  li  Societvof  the  Diocese  of  Frederieton  in 
the  Province  of  New  lirunswiek,  shall  have  a  special 
Fund,  to  be  called  **  The  Cleuoy  Widows'  and  Ouni- 
ANs'  Fund,"  which  shall  consist  of  the  present  capital 
held  by  the  Society  for  this  object  (subject  to  its  present 
liabilities)  of  all  subscriptions,  donations,  legatjies,  df- 
vises,  and  bequests,  and  other  contributions  given  aii-l 
paid  to  the  Society  for  this  special  purpose,  and  of  nil 
payments  received  under  these  Rules ;  and  this  Fund 
shall  be  applied  to  the  assistance  of  the  families  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen,  in  accordance  with  these  Rules,  and 
to  no  other  object. 

2.  Every  Clergyman  in  this  Diocese,  duly  licensed, 
lyhose  widow  is  not  already  entitled  to  a  pension  from 
the  Society  FOR  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  wish- 
ing to  share  in  the  benefits  of  this  Fund,  shall  within  six 
months  from  July  5,  1871,  or  within  one  year  from  re- 
ceiving Holy  Orders,  or  from  his  admission  into  the  Dio- 
cese, apply  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Fund  for  a  certificate, 
and  shall  thenceforth  pay  annually  the  sum  set  opposite 
his  age  in  the  annexed  scale.  Any  applicant,  after  such 
period  of  time,  shall  only  be  permitted  to  receive  a  cer- 
tificate at  the  option  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Church  Society,  and  upon  such  terras  as  they  shall  direct. 

3.  Every  Clergyman,  being  a  member  of  this  Fund, 
shall  make  and  forward  to  the  Secretary  a  yearly  col- 
lection from  every  congregation  in  his  Parish  or  mission. 
Assistant  Curates,  serving  under  a  Rector,  or  other  as- 
sistant Clergyman,  shall  not,  how^ever,  be  required  to 
make  a  collection,  but  shall  forward  only  their  own  annual 
payment. 
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4.  All  paynients  shall  hccoiuc  dtic  on  the  Hrst  day  of 
January,  in  each  youi,  and  nuiHt  ho  paid  within  thirty  days  ? 
and  all  conji^rci^ational  (ollcctions  nnist  I)i'  sent  in  hcforc 
tlio  first  day  of  Ma^  .  If  this  Knio  is  not  ('oin|)li«»(l  with, 
the  cortificato  slidl  he  considorcd  as  forfoitod,  hut  may 
he  regained  at  tho  option  of  the  Connnittce,  and  the  ap- 
plicant Hhall  pay  for  the  new  ccrtiticate  at  the  r.itc  pay- 
iihle  at  the  age  when  the  same  is  takiMj  out,  according 
to  the  annexed  scale,  together  with  such  sum  as  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  may  re(iuire  in  lieu  of  payments  and 
Hul)scription8  in  arrear. 

0.  Upon  compliance  with  the  ahove  Rules,  the  Dio- 
CKSAN  CnuucH  SooiKTY  Undertakes  to  pay  out  of  *'  The 
Clergy  Widows'  and  Orphaihs'  Fund,"  a  yearly  pension 
of  One  Hundred  Dollars  to  the  widow  of  (^ach  Clergy- 
man holding  a  certilieate,  during  her  widowhood. 

().  If  the  Widow  die,  or  marry  again,  the  pension 
siudl  be  paid  towards  the  support  of  such  c'lildrcn  of 
the  Deceased  Clergyman  as  may  be  under  the  ago  of 
eighteen  years.  In  this  case,  when  the  youngest  child 
shall  have  attained  thia  age,  the  pension  shall  cease.  • 

7.  The  Trustees  named  in  the  Will  of  a  Clerirvman 
jihall  be  recognized  by  the  Committee,  in  the  event  of 
the  death  or  marriage  of  his  widow,  and  shall  receive 
the  pension,  to  be  applied  by  them  for  the  support  of 
the  child  or  children  ;  but  if  the  Trustees  so  named  are 
unwilling  or  unable  to  act,  or  if  Trustees  should  not 
have  been  named,  then  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall 
himself  act,  or  in  writing  appoint  a  Trustee  to  act,  in 
the  application  of  the  pension. 

8.  If  the  wife  die  before  the  husband,  his  child  or 
children  shall  at  his  death  receive  the  pension,  under 
I  the  limitation  as  to  age  expressed  in  Rule  6. 

9.  No  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  Clergyman 
lover  the  age  of  sixty  years,  who  is  not  already  in  the 

Diocese  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  these  Rules; 
but  any  Clergyman  already  in  the  Diocese,  over  the  age 
of  sixty  years,  and  whose  widow  is  not  entitled  to  a 
pension  from  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gos- 
pel, shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Fund,  on  making 
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the  annual  payment  for  the  age  of  sixty  years,  and  other- 
wise complying  with  the  Rules. 

10.  If  a  Clergyman  removes,  with  the  Bishop's  con- 
sent, from  the  Diocese,  after  officiating  in  it  not  less 
than  ten  years,  he  shall  be  allowed  his  claim  upon  tho 
Fund,  on  continuing  his  yearly  payment,  and  tho 
amount  of  the  average  annual  collection  from  his  Parish 
or  Mission,  being  a  sum  not  exceeding  Forty  Dollars 
in  all. 

11.  If  a  Clergyman  is  unable  to  continue  his  public 
ministrations  through  sicknes.^  or  accident,  upon  the 
production  of  a  medical  certificate  testifying  the  same,  he 
may  continue  his  connexion  with  the  Fund,  upon  mak- 
ing his  yearl}*^  payment. 

12.  Any  Clergyman  degraded  or  suspended  from  the 
ministry,  or  any  widow  or  orphan  who  shall  not  be  in 
communion  with  the  Church  of  England  shall  be  entitled 
only  to  such  payment  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
prescribe.  > 

13.  The  pension  shall  be  payable  half-yearly,  on 
January  1,  and  July  1,  in  each  year;  the  first  payment 
to  be  calculated  for  the  interval  from  the  death  of  the 
insured  to  the  day  of  payment. 

14.  The  Treasurer  ot- the  Diocesan  Church  Society 
shall  be  Treasurer  of  this  Fund,  and  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  under  the  direction  of  the  Loan  Committee,  invest 
every  hundred  pounds  of  surplus  money,  and  add  the 
same  to  the  capital  of  the  ^^und.  A  yearly  detailed 
statement  of  the  income,  payments,  and  invested  money, 
shall  be  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Diocesan 
Church  Society. 

15.  The  Secretary  of  this  Fund  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
issue  certificates,  receive  payments,  donations  and  col- 
lections, which  he  shall  hand  to  the  Treasurer  every 
quarter,  or  oltener,  if  required  by  him.         ' 

16.  None  of  the  above  Rules  shall  be  altered,  except 
at  the  4^nnual  Meeting  of  the  General  Committee  of  the 
Diocesan  Church  Society,  after  a  full  year's  notice  of 
the  proposed  change.

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REPORT. 


With  all  that  is  deficient  and  wanting,  the  members 
of  the  Church  have  reason  to  he  tliankt'ul  for  the  work 
of  the  past  year,  and  the  present  position  of  the  Society. 
Tlie  Treasurer's  accounts  shew  a  satisfactory  state  of  the 
funds,  and  the  statement  of  the  investments  exhibits  the 
careful  management  of  the  Loan  Committee. 

The  Venerable  Society  in  England  has  con- 
sented to  continue  its  aid  to  this  Diocese  to  the  close  of 
December,  1873,  with  an  amount  as  large  as  could  have 
l)oen  anticipated.  This  liberal  grant,  for  the  period 
named,  £2,325,  Stg.,  together  with  the  contributions  to 
this  Society,  and  the  interest  of  the  investments,  is  bare- 
ly sufficient  to  maintain  the  present  missions. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  great  part  of  the  duty,  in 
carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  Society,  is  intrusted  now 
to  the  Schedule  Committee.  This  duty  is  performed 
with  much  care  and  consideration.  Those  whose  inter- 
ests are  most  concerned  may  rest  assured  that,  in  acting 
under  the  regulations  and  requirements  of  the  Society, 
it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  every  member  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  do  what  is  best  for  the  present  and  future 
position  of  the  several  missions  and  parishes.  In  some 
instances  their  action  may  seem  hard  to  the  Clergyman 
and  his  people.  It  should,  however,  be  remembered 
that  as  the  amoimt  from  the  Society  for  the  Propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel  is  being  diminished  without 
a  corresponding  increase  on  the  part  of  this  So- 
ciety, a  reduction  must  be  made  every  year  in 
some  of  the  grants,  and  an  increased  amount  required 
j  from  the  people.  Some  of  the  old  and  more  wealthy 
parishes  would  do  well  to  come  forward  voluntarily ^  and 
relinquish  at  least  a  portion  of  their  present  allowance, 
and  make  it  up  by  increased  offerings  among  themselves. 
The  present  incomes  of  the  clergy  cannot  be  reduced ; 
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their  limited  iunount  in  considonitioii  of  the  iiecossui} 
outlay  is,  in  many  instunecH,  u  great  wron^ij. 

But  what  should  weigh  most  upon  the  minds  of  every 
member  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is,  that  with  all 
the  exertions  made  by  this  Society  and  the  liberal  aid  still 
afforded  from  England,  the  Church  is  so  slow  in  occupying 
new  ground,  and  in  supplying  the  crying  need  of  so 
many  who  want  the  ministrations  of  the  Church. 

An  endeavour  has  been  made  by  the  Schedule  Com- 
mittee to  obtain  fuller  statistical  information  with  refer- 
ence to  the  work  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese.  The  Clergy  who  receive  support  through 
this  Society  feel  bound  to  make  their  returns,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  those  also  upon  whom  this  claim  does  not 
rest  will  afford  such  information  regarding  their  several 
parishes,  as  to  aid  in  making  the  Rv^^xn't  of  the  Society, 
in  this  particular,  of  increased  interest  and  importance. 

From  the  following  abstracts  from  the  Reports  of  the 
Missionaries,  it  will  be  seen  that  their  work  goes  on  in- 
creasing year  by  year,  and  that  additional  fields  of  use- 
fulness are  all  the  time  being  made  apparent. 

Andover,  Grand  Falls,  .^c. — Rev.  Leo  A.  Hoyt  writes  as 
follows : 

**  The  work  of  this  mLBslon  is,  with  God's  blessing,  progress- 
ing favorably.  The  services  have  been  held  regularly,  and  I 
am  glad  to  say  that,  notwithstanding  the  almost  unprecedented 
aeveritv  of  last  winter's  storms,  we  were  enabled,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  our  Sunday  services. 
The  labor  of  this  mission,  however,  is  3aily  increasing.*  Last  year 
I  made  an  appeal  for  the  services  of  a  clergyman  at  Florence- 
rille.  Every  day  I  see  more  and  more  the  necessity  of  filling 
this  post.   1  hope  the  Society  will  not  allow  this  appeal  to  de- 

geuerate  intp  an  annual  offering.  This  upper  part  of  Carleton 
ounty  is, confessedly  one  of  the  tinest  agricultural  sections  of 
the  Province.  Settlers  have  crowded  into  this  County  very 
rapidly  within  the  past  few  years.  A  fair  proportion  of  th^se 
8Gttlej,'S  are  connected,  with  more  or  less  attachment,  to  the 
cnurch.- 

My  own  labors  here  are  necessarily  inefficient,  and  the  ad- 
dition of  this  field  to  the  mission  of  Victoria  is  at  the  expense 
of  justice  both  to  the  mission  and  myself. 

Though  at  the  risk  of  prolixity,  I  must  refer  to  the  state  of 
affairs  in  the  northern  part  of  my  mission.  The  recent  coloni- 
zation of  New  Denmark  demands,  I  think,  some  consideration. 
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The  present  ofl'ort  is  merely  tontativo,  but  i.  dm  p|.      or*  In 
tills    enterprise  And  their    spirilnal    wants  in  ^oino    ili;;rn;< 
siipp'ied,  it  will  go  far  to  render  the  experiment  succchhCuI 
Tiio  Danes,  it  is  true,  are  notEpiscupalians,  but  their  use  i*t'  >\ 
Liturgy,  their  custom  of  wearing  vestments  espeeiully  adapted 
for  divine  service,  their  strict  habits  respecting  a  form  of  con- 
firmation, all  combine  to  cause  a  sympaihy   lor  our  church. 
And  it  seems  to  mo  a  duty  on  our  part  to  see  tluit  ihcy  are  not 
neglected.    If  the  lower  part  of  this  mission  be  taken  from  it,  I 
sliall  have  some  time  to  attend  to  this  settlement  at  present; 
but  if  New  Denmark  shall  prove  a  succccs,  it  will  necessitate  at 
no  distant  day  the  establishment  of  a  clergyman  at  Grand  Falls. 
During  ths  past  year  1  have   performed  33  baptisms,    11 
marriages,  and  12  Burials.  Contributions  amount  to  $124.75." 

Bathurst,  New  Bandon,  &c. — Rev.  W.  Le  B.  McKicl  has 
inclosed  the  following  report: 

''  Mission  work  lias  been  prosecuted  under  great  difficulties 
here  during  tlic  last  winter,  owing  to  the  great  depth  of  the 
snow,  and  the  often  impassable  state  of  the  roads.  It  was  some- 
times quite  impossible  for  mo  to  meet  my  appointments  in 
distant  parts  of  the  mission,  and  more  than  once  or  twice,  after 
overcoming  the  difficulties  of  the  road,  the  toil  was  fruitless,  it 
being  impossible  for  the  congregation  to  assemldc  the  next 
day,  and  for  me  to  returu  to  Bathurst,  owing  to  a  renewal  of 
the  storm.  Now,  however,  the  usual  services  are  held,  and  are 
well  attended." 

Canterbury. —Kev.  T.  Hartin  reports  contributions  to  the 
amount  of  $37.50. 

Cabipobvllo. — Rev.  John  Svmes  Williams  reports  that  he  has 
forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  $90  from  this  parish,  for  the  gene- 
ral purposes  of  the  Society.  ' 

Carlkton,  Saint  George. — Rev.  T.  E.  Dowling  reports  con- 
tributions from  this  Parish  from  Christmas,  1871,  to  the  amount 
of  $42.34.  Next  year  ho  believes  that  they  shall  both  be  able 
and  willing  to  send  larger  offerings . 

Chatham.— Rev.  W.  S.  Nealos  writes  that  the  interest  in  the 
Diocesan  Church  Society  continues  unabated  in  this  parish. 
The  annual  meeting  of  this  Local  Committee  was  held  on  the 
21st  May,  when  motions  were  passed  embodying  the  feelings 
of  the  committee  as  to  the  work,  the  necessities,  the  claims 
of  the  Society,  as  well  as  the  broad  and  liberal  basis  upon 
which  they  are  all  founded  and  conducted.     .  '  *       '

[cent  coloni-lto  the  amount  of  $95.50,  and  writes  that  the  increase  in  the

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work  hi  tills  mission  1  ^tnadlly  liici-onslnjf.  Tlic  addition  to 
tho  nmoniit  thlH  ye  ir  has  been  owing  to  valiiublc  aid  aflbidcd 
by  lady  colloctors. 

*♦'  Owing  to  tlio  stormv  wnatlioi'  of  last  winter,"  Mr.  Cru- 
doii  uddM,  "  some  services  had  uiiavoidal)ly  to  be  given  np;  but  I 
uni  glad  to  say  that  there  is  a  warmer  feeling  than  ever  for  the 
Horviei.'s  of  the  Church,  and  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  all 
to  have  the  word  of  life  spoken  in  Mieir  midst;  a  conviction 
tliat  ill  this  ago  of  trial,  each  one  must  be  ready  to  do  battle  for 
•  liie  faith  once  delivered  mito  the  Hiiints.'"

''  Last  year's  subscription  from  this  mission  was  not  so  large  as 
I  could  have  wished,  being  onlv  $80;  for  I  felt  sure  we  should 
manage  to  got  $100;  however,  1  trust  we  shall  make  up  the  dc- 
ticiency  this  year.  The  now  church  at  Mill  Cove  was  conse- 
crated last  fall,  when  wo  enjoyed  a  visit  of  two  days  from  the 
Bishop,  who  was  accompanied  by  Canon  Medley  and  Mrs. 
Medley. 

"We  are  also  looking  forward  to  another  visit,  on  July  2r)th, 
from  His  Lordship,  lor  the  purpose  of  administerinif  the  right 
of  Confirmation.  Tlie  candidates  at  present  are  not  numerous, 
but  I  trust  they  will  prove  earnest  Christians  and  staunch  mem- 
bers of  our  church.  The  work  in  a  country  mission  like  mine 
is  of  the  same  character  from  year  to  year,  so  that  I  have  nothing 
interesting  to  offer  for  members  of  the  Church  in  other  parts  of 
the  Province.  Travelling  over  the  same  roads,  meeting  the 
same  small  number  of  worshippers;  generally  taking  three 
services  on  Sunday,  and  one  or  more  on  week  days,  at  certain 
seasons  of  the  year, — there  is  a  sameness  about  it,  which  would 
be  depressing,  were  it  not  that  we  feel,  that  in  God't*  temple, 
the  humblest  artisan  is  rewarded  if  he  works  honestly  in  the 
service,  as  well  as  those  who  occupy  prominent  positions,  and 
have  the  charge  of  dirocting  and  controlling  large  masses  of 
men."

*'  This  summer,  I  trust,  we  shall  get  the  Church  quite  complet- 
ed. 1  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  increased  contributions 
from  my  mission.  From  xTewcastle,  $201.14.  From  Glenelg 
$45.11,  being  more  than  doable  that  of  last  vear.  Total, 
$246.25." 

Peteksville,  &c. — Rev.  Charles  R.  Matthews  writes  that  the 
parish  church  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $3,200.  It  was 
consecrated^y  the  Bishop  on  the  19th  inst.  "  There  is  a  debt 
of  some  $60ir,  which  has,"  Mr.  Matthews  adds,  *'  been  assumed 
by  a  few  of  us,  and  which  1  trust,  through  God's  blessing,  will 
soon  be  discharged." 

Mr.  Matthews  mentions  the  <;reat  loss  the  mission  has  sustain- 
ed by  the  sudden  and  mournful  removal  of  the  senior  Church 
Warden,  Mr.  C.  R.  Bayard.  He  not  only  took  a  deep  inter- 
est in  the  church's  welfare,  but  was  ever  *'  ready  to  give,"  and 
most  hospitable  to  all  comers,  especially  to  the  clergy.  As  the 
disease  which  clouded  his  latter  days  crept  over  hinn,  beseem- 
ed to  turn  more  for  consolation  and  support  to  the  Word  of  God 
and  prayer. 

There  was  no  collection  made  in  this  mission  for  the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  as  for  some  years  past  con- 
tributions have  been  made  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society, 
and  in  aid  of  its  missions  the  sum  of  $31  was  forwarded  during 
the  present  season. 

Owing  to  absence  from  the  mission  last  autumn,  and  the  in- 
clement state  of  the  weather  during  the  late  winter  months,  the 
record  of  parochial  duty  fell  rather  below  the  usual  averagte. 

Contributions  amount  to  $62. 
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PKTiTcoDiAf". — TJev.  C.  Willis  reports  that  the  pervices  at  the 
different  stations  in  this  mission  Jjave  been  performed  when 
it  was  possible  to  reach  them.  Owiuw-  to  the  unusually  severe 
snow  storms  in  the  spring,  and  the  dreadtui  state  ot  the  roadis 
over  since,  tie  attendance  has  not  boen  so  large  as  it  would 
otherwise  have  been ;  for  this  reason  the  quarterly  collections 
have  not  been  so  regularly  made.

''Death,  ever  removing  some  of  the  congregation  of  the  Church 
upon  earth,  has,  this  year,  taken  from  us  four  of  our  old  and 
faithful  communicants.  Of  them,  Thomas  Jones,  Esq.,  is  par- 
ticu'arly  missed,  as  in  his  removal  we  lose  one  of  the  most  zeal- 
ous and  earnest  supporters  of  the  Diocesan  Church  Society." 

Mr.  Ilanington  mentions  the  benefit  of  special  services  held 
in  his  mission  in  August  last,  and  adds,  *'  Although  we  have 
felt  the  loss  of  some  loyal  members,  we  have  had  many  new 
Mibscribers  added  to  onr  list,  bringing  the  amount  collected 
slightly  in  advance  of  last  year." 

Contributions  amount  to  98.03. 

QuEENSBURY. — Ucv.  W.  II.  Tippet  writes  that  the  contribu- 
tions irom  this  parish  amount  to  $73.98. 

Richmond. — Rev.  W.  Henry  Street  reports  that  the  contribu- 
tions are  $80,  and  he  writes  as  tollows: 

"  The  sad  want  of  suitable  buildings  for  Divi^  Worship,  to 
which  1  referred  in  my  last  report,  has,  thank  Gto,  been  sup- 
plied in  one  portion  of  this  mission,  by  the  completion  and  con- 
secration of  a  neat  and  handsome  Chuich,  at  Richmond  Cor- 
ner. The  consecration  took  place  on  the  30th  ultimo.  It  was 
a  consummation  for  which,  during  the  last  year,  we  had  worked 
bard. 

*•  Joyfully  and  thankfully,  therefore,  did  we  all  go  to  the  House 
of  God  to  join  in  the  solenin  service  and  listen  to  the  wise  teach- 
ings and  kind  admonitions  ot  our  beloved  Bishop.    The  Con- 
gregation was  large  and  attentive,  a  goodly  number  remaining 
to  participate  in  the  Holy  Communion. 

:  *'  Nothing  lias  been  spared  within  the  compass  of  our  means 
and  ability  to  make  the  building  churchlike.  It  it  is  a  Gothic 
structure,  finished  in  the  interiov  with  a)>h  and  butternut. 
All  the  windows  are  memorial,  of  stained  glass.  The  East 
I  window  is  in  memory  of  the  late  Rector  of  Woodstock. 

''  With  all  this, I  have  the  satisfaction  of  adding,  that  the  Church 
lis  entirely  free  of  debt.  For  church  purposes,  including  the 
snm  required  by  the  Society  towards  the  clergyman's  salary, 
land  the  subscriptions  to  the  Society  itself,  between  ten  or  eleven 
\hundred  dollars  has  been  raised  by  this  small  parish  during  the 
[past  year. 
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*'  Before  closing  this  report,  I  beg  to  bring  before  the  notice  of 
the  Society  a  new  church  in  another  part  of  my  Mission,  viz., 
Sonth  Jlichmond,  which  wc  shall  endeavour,  this  summer,  to 
push  forward  toward  completion,  although  I  fear  we  shall 
struggle  in  vain,  unless  we  obtain  some  outside  help.  In  that 
part  of  the  Mission  there  is  but  a  very  small  body  of  church 
members,  and  the  want  of  a  consecrated  building  interfere? 
much  with  their  progress.  Cann(>t  the  Society  assist  this  neces- 
sary work,  and  encourage  these  people  by  making  a  grant  to 
their  Churcliir" 

Rothesay. — Rev.  Francis  Partridge  has  inclosed  the  follow- 
ing report: 

"  You  will  naturally  not  expect  a  very  long  report  from  m« 
this  year,  since  1  have  been  but  a  short  time  in  the  parish. 
There  are,  I  think,  about  90  church  families,  representing,  per- 
haps, 400  or  600  ])ersons.  1  rind  everyv.here  in  mailing  my 
visits  a  strong  feeling  of  attachment  to  the  Church,  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  privilege  of  frequent  and  regular  services  and 
ministrations.  There  is  a  cordial  feeling  of  goodwill  between 
the  various  bodies  of  Christians. 

'*  There  are  in  the  Parish  2  consecrated  churches ;  one  at  Ham- 
mond River,  the  Parish  Church,  dedicated  to  t!»e  Holy  Trinitv, 
the  other  at  Gondola  Point,  called  St.  Luke's.  Besides  the 
regular  services  every  Sunday  in  these,  there  is  a  third  congre- 
gation in  Rothesay  proper,  at  present  worshipping  in  a  Presby- 
terian Kirk,  of  which  the  Church  has  had  the  use  for  several 
years.  A  movement  has  been  set  on  foot  for  some  time  past  to 
purchase  this  building  from  the  Presbytferians.  Some  influen- 
tial parishioners  are  opposed  to  this,  and  wish  to  build  a  new 
church.  The  latter  would  bo,  I  think,  decidedly  the  more  satis- 
factory course  to  adopt;  still  there  are  many  grave  reasons  in 
favour  of  the  former.  The  matter  is  not  settled  yet,  and  it  is  at 
present  uncertain  which  way  it  is  likely  to  turn.' 

"  The  Bishop  held  a  Confirmation  here  in  May,  on  Ascension 
Day,  wlien  38  candidates  were  presented  for  that  Holy  Rite,  of 
whom  34  are  communicants.  There  should  have  been  at  least 
50  candidates,  but  the  snow  was  so  deep  this  winter,  that  many 
of  them  were  unable  to  attend  the  classes. 

"  I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  Parish 
of  Rothesay,  so  far  as  I  can  judge,  becoming  a  united  and  con- 
sistent branch  of  the  Church.  I  am  beginning  to  know  the 
people,  and  to  like  them  more  and  more.  I  have  experienced 
uniform  kindness  from  all  since  1  took  charge  of  the  Parish. 

^'  I  am  afraid  that  the  subscriptions  to  the  Church  Society  this 
rear  will  not  be  so  large  as  I  could  wish.  Tlio  Parish  ha8 
Dorne  a  good  deal  of  expense  during  the  past  year.  The  llectoiy 
has  been  built,  at  the  cost,  with  land  upon  which  it  stands,  of  | 
$4000;  a  barn  and  outhouses  are  now  in  course  of  construction, 
which,  with  proper  fences,  will  cost  $500  more.  The  clergy-l 
man's  salary,  at  the  rate  of  $800  a  year  hr.s  also  been  contribut- 
ed to,  and  while  these  heavy  expenses  press  upon  us,  our  efFortj 
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in  aiding  the  D.  C.  S.  vill  be  less  than  nn«:ht  be  expected.  When, ' 
however,  these  are  tided  over,  we  shall  trust  to  be,  at  least,  not 
behind  other  parishes  in  similar  circnnistances. 

"  1.  hope  in  a  short  time  to  have  three  Sunday  Schools  in  full 
work  I  cannot  hope  to  superintend  them  all  myself,  but  there 
are  faithful  and  true  fellow-helpers,  some  of  whom  have  had 
much  experience,  who  will  assist  me  in  carrying  them  on. 

"  The  musical  part  of  our  services  is  fair,  and  the  responses  be- 
coming very  hearty.  "With  God's  blessing  on  our  work,  I  shall 
hope  to  send  you  a  more  full,  and  in  every  way  more  satisfac- 
tory Report  another  year." 

RiCHiBUCTO.— Tlev.  N.  A.  Coster  writes,  that  through  the  kind 
assistance  of  Miss  Mary  Foster  and  Miss  Taylor,  the  subscrip- 
tion list  in  aid  of  the  Society  has  this  year  been  doubled. 

"  It  is,"  Mr.  Coster  adds,  "especially  gratifying  to  me  to  be 
able  to  show  that  church  contributions  have  been  steadily  in- 
creasing for  the  last  few  years,  notwithstanding  the  many  mem- 
bers we  have  lost.  The  parish  has  given  according  to  its 
means  to  the  missions  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel,  and  to  the  deficiency  fund  of  this  Society. 

"A  new  Sunday  School  room  is  being  erected  immediately 
among  the  houses  of  the  labouring  class  belonging  to  the  Church, 
who  are  shut  out  from  the  old  church  by  the  miserable  pew 
system.  The  erection  of  this  building  was  a  vast  undertaking 
after  our  late  sad  changes,  for  it  is  larger  than  our  old  church, 


and  yet  it  is  far  advanced  without  our  being  in  debt, 
weeks  it  will  be  fit  for  use."

Sackville  and  Dorchester. — Rev.  G.  Goodridge  Roberts 
writes  as  follows: 

''There  have  been,  of  course,  the  usual  difficulties,  drawbacks 
and  discouragements,  but  none,  1  am  thankful  to  say,  of  a  spe- 
cial character.  While  we  ourselves,  as  well  as  our  flocks,  fall  so 
far  short  of  the  standard  of  zeal  and  holiness  which  our  Divine 
Master  sets  before  us,  we  can  never  review  our  work  with  uu- 
uiingled  satisfaction,  and  still  less  write  of  it  with  self-complac- 
ency. Yet  for  such  signs  of  progress  and  improvement  as  God, 
from  time  to  time  vouchsafes  to  us,  we  may  fitly  express  our 
gratitude  to  Him,  and  draw  from  them  courage  and  comfort 
for  the  future.    One  most  encouraging  event  of  the  past  year 

,^ ,     has  been  the  improvement  of  St.  Ann's  Church  at  Westcbck, 

li  Society  this  lihe  old  parish  Church  of  Sackville.    With  the  full  consent  of  all 

Parish  has|the  pew-holders,  and  by  means  of  the  liberal  contributions  both 

n  money  and  work  from  those  in  the  neighborhood  who  had 

formerly  been  unable  to  obtain  sittings,  the  entire  interior  of  the 

uilding  has  been  re-arranged.    The  old  pews  and  gallery  have 

ecu  removed,  and  two  blocks  of  plain,  open,/rce  seats  have  been 

en  contribut-lubslituted,  leaving  a  broad  centre  aisle,  and  two  narrow  aisles 

our  efforts|ext  the  walls.    The  seats  are  neatly  stained  aud  varnished, 
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and  the  rest  of  the  intorioi' painted  a  stone  colour.  A  pirtition 
has  been  removed  by  which  about  ten  feet  is  added  to  the 
interior  length  of  the  Church,  and  a  porch  eleven  feet  square 
erected  at  the  west  end.  The  i)orch  has  an  open  roof,  is  ceil- 
ed with  pine,  stained  and  varnished.  The  chancel  end  is  vast- 
ly improved  by  a  new  prayer  desk,  altar  rails,  carpets,  and  es- 
pecially by  a  handsome  east  window,  the  last  named,  which 
cost,  with  expenses,  about  $100,  being  the  gift  of  per-onal  friends 
outside  of  the  parish.  I  am  very  happy  to  say  that  the  freo 
seats  have  answered  my  hopes  and  expectations,  by  inducing 
the  attendance  of  many  in  the  neighbourhood  who  have  seldom 
attended  any  place  of  worship  for  years  past.  The  week-day  ser- 
vices during  Lent  and  the  L^'iday  afternoon  Litany  in  this 
Church  have  been  quite  as  well  attended  as  similar  services 
either  in  Dorchester  or  Sackville.  and  the  congregations  on  Sun- 
day are  much  larger  than  ever  before. 

'•  Another  very  gratifying  cirumstanco  which  I  cannot  refrain 
from  briefly  mentioning,  was  the  presentation  to  me,  by  my 
Sackville  parishioners,  in  January  last,  of  a  purse  of  .$105,  be- 
sides a  considerable  quantity  of  provisions,  accompanied  by  ai) 
affectionate  address. 

"  I  liave  to  report  $200  as  our  subscription  to  the  Diocesan 
Church  Society  for  the  present  year."  •        ., 

St.  Andrews  — Mr.  G.  D.  Street,  Secretary  of  this  Com- 
mittee, reports  contributions  as  tollows:  St.  Andrews,  $204.47; 
Chamcook,  $78.63;   total,  $283.10. 

Kev.  Francis  Partridge,  for  several  years  assistant  minister  in 
this  parish,  accepted  the  rectorship  of  Rothesay  in  January 
last.  In  many  ways  iA<r.  Partridge's  work  here  has  been  a 
gi*eat  benefit,  and  his  departure  was  universally  regretted.  Hi? 
place  has  not  since  been  supplied. 

St.  George  and  Pennfield. — Rev.  R.  E.  Smith. 

**  I  hope  that  onr  contributions  mav  amount  to  $170  or  up- 
wards.   They  are  $175.80 

**  As  a  rule,  I  have  held  3  services  on  Sunday,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  once  iu  the  month.  During  the  solemn  season  of 
Lent  our  services  here  are  more  frequent,  being  held  twice  a 
week  or  oftenoi",  besides  Sundays  and  on  Holy  Week,  daily 
service.  Our  celebrations  also  were  more  frequent.  We  made 
use  of  the  Lenten  Office  compiled  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop 
with  much  benefit.  Twenty-two  persons  were  contirni- 
eS  by  His  Lordship  on  June  2nd.  The  greater  number  be- 
coming full  members  of  our  Church.  About  10  candidates 
were  prevented  from  attending  by  the  very  inclement  weather, 
the}'  living  at  a  distance. 

"  St.  Mark's  Churc!i,  St.  George,  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  1 
stained  and  painted  inside,  making  it  look,  at  all  events,] 
decent. 

"  At  Pennfield  the  new  open  sittings  have  been  in  use  since] 
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Auirust  last.    Thev  look    very  well  indeed,  and  I  tliiuk  that 
onr  con«r>'egation  have  ahnost  doubled  since  they  were  put  up. 

"  We  intend  this  summer,  (D.  V.,)  to  add  a  chancel.  The 
present  antique  pulpit  and  reading  desk  are  to  be  replaced 
by  new  ones  promised  by  the  Bishop.  The  cnancel  window 
has  been  promised  by  Mrs.  Neville  G.  D.  Parker,  of  St.  An- 
drews, late  of  St.  George,  and  the  lumber  by  Mr.  James  Gil- 
lespie, Church  Warden.  Then  we  will  be  likely  to  worship 
in  a  church  made  more  church-like  and  more  suitable  to  (^od's 
service. 

*'  The  whole  number  of  communicants'  names  on  my  List  is 
180;  25  of  whom  were  added  since  my  last  report. 

*'  Number  of  Baptisms  39,  3  of  whom  were  adults.  One  of  the 
latter,  aged  75,  a  person  much  respected  in  the  church  and  our 
community,  was  baptized  and  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  on 
June  3rd.    Number  of  Burials  16,  Marriages  6. 

*'  This  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  principal  points  in  my  year's 
work,  on  which  work,  imperfectly  and  feebly  done,  we  would 
humbly  crave  God's  blessing  and  mercj,  the  oniy  means  of 
making  it  of  any  benefit  to  the  souls  of  those  uider  my 
spiritual  care."  , 

St,  Mark. — Mr.  T.  B.  Tianington,  Sec.  of  this  Committee, 
reports  that  the  contributions  will  amount  to  about  $300. 

St.  Mary's. — Rev.  W.  JafTrey  has  forwarded  his  returns,  but 
has  not  yet  finished  his  collections.  The  Society  may  expect  the 
usual  amount  of  $90. 

Shediac.  —  Rev.  G.  S.  Jarvis,  T).  D.,  reports  an  increased 
amount  of  contributions :  it  is  $84.50. 

St.  Paul's,  Portland.  —  Rev.  Canon  DeVeber  sta  ?«  that 
the  contributions  for  the  Society  are  not  fully  completed  They 
will  equal  the  amount  of  last  year,  which  was  $721. 

St.  James.  —  Rev.  W.  Armstrong  reports  contributions 
amounting  to  $160;  to  which  he  hopes  more  may  yet  be  added. 

This  amount  is  smaller  than  last  year  on  account  of  the  extra 
collection  in  aid  of  the  deficiency  fund,  and  a  collection  this

"•  In  the  month  of  May  last  I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting 
ihlv  cleaned,  I  to  ilie  Bishop  eleven  candidates  for  confirmation.

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niid  iiitcrcstinjj^.    Nearly  all  lh()f<c  confiriiieil  bcloiig^ingtobotli 
parishes  afterwards  partook  of  the  liord's  Supper." 

SiMiiNGFiELD  AND  JoHNSTON.  —  IJev.  G.  Roprers  writcs : 
"My  subscription  list  is  not  yet  complete;  but  1  do  not  an- 
ticipate so  lari^o  an  amount  as  last  year.  If  this  be  the  case,  it 
will  arise  from  the  cxi)enditure  of  a  large  sum,  $260.00,  in  the 
purchase  of  a  cabinet  organ  for  the  Church  at  Springfield. 
Our  little  band  of  worshippers  has  been  thinned  by  death. 
Three  of  our  young  people  at  Springfield  liave  been  taken  early 
to  their  rest.  '  All  of  them  most  estimable  persons,  and  a  seri- 
ous loss  to  the  Church  Militant.  At  Johnston,  three  of  our  old 
men,  full  of  years,  have  also  received  the  call.  They  were 
among  the  pioneers  of  the  settlement.  Their  departure  has 
created  a  blank,  like  the  removal  of  some  old  landmarks,  which 
time  alone  can  remedy. 

'*  The  violent  storms  of  last  winter  prevented  me  fulfilling  all 
my  appointments  at  distant  stations;  but  now  my  services  are 
regularly  performed." 

Sussex  and  Studholm.  —  Rev.  Canon  Medley  reports  con- 
tributions to  the  amount  of  $241.45,  and  has  forwarded  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

"  I  had  good  hopes  that  when  the  time  came  for  sending  in 
my  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Church  Society,  I  might  have 
been  able  to  have  given  the  General  Committee  an  account  of 
rough  work  in  some  of  my  out  stations,  and  also  another  report 
from  personal  observation  of  the  present  destitute  state  of  the 
few  scattered  families  of  church  people  in  the  forsaken  and  ne- 
glected County  «f  Albert.  The  season,  however,  has  been  so 
very  late,  and  the  country  roads  so  almost  impassable,  that  my 
gobd  intentions  have  not  been  carried  out  thus  far.  1  have  found 
it  quite  as  much  as  I  could  do  to  keep  up  the  work  in  my  three 
churches  and  two  stations.  Notwithstanding  the  frost,  snov7. 
wind,  rain,  and  mud,  which  have  met  us  in  lively  succession  with 
scarcely  any  intermission  for  the  six  months  past,  I  have  only 
been  forced  to  give  up,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  two  Sunday  services 
and  one  week  day  service;  and  what  is  more  satisfactory,  where 
I  have  gone,  no  matter  how  bad  the  roads  or  how  inclement  the 
weather,  I  have  always  found  a  congregation  to  worship  with 
me. 

*<  For  the  last  nine  months  at  Studholm,  we  have  worshipped, 
£rst  in  a  barn,  and  then  in  the  railway  station,  during  the 
building  of  the  new  church.  This  was  inconvenient,  and  a 
source  of  anno)  auc«  to  some,  but  1  am  thankful  to  say  the  dif- 
ficulty has  been  removed,  and  we  now  have  the  privilege  of  a 
newly  consecrated  church,  and  the  Holy  Eucharist  is  again 
celebrated  in  a  place  which  is  called  by  God's  name.  We  have 
every  reason  to  be  extremely  grateful  for  the  help  which  has 
been  given  by  our  fellow  churchmen  in  this  w.prk,  and  espe- 
cially to  our  Bishop,  who  not  only  gave  liberally  in  money,  but 
also  presented  an  organ  to  the  church,  free  of  all  cost  to  the 
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parish,  and  intends,  moreover,  to  join  Mrs.  Medley  in  givinj?  a 
memorial  window  for  the  sanctuiiry.  A  portion  of  the  pari.^ii 
of  Studholm,  which  joins  Mr.  Willis'*  parish  of  flavelock,  I 
liave  been  unable  to  do  much  for,  but  I  hope  in  a  few  months  to 
be  able  to  establish  two  stations  in  that  direction.  This  will, 
however,  depend  upon  my  succeeding  in  securing  the  services 
of  a  Divinity  Student,  wlio  will  assist  mo  on  Sunday  in  holding 
public  services,  and  also  take  charge,  during  the  week,  of  a 
church  school.  This  school  will  bo  opened  in  Sussex  in  July 
next,  [  trust,  and  will  be  assisted  by  a  very  generous  ^rant  of 
the  Madras  Board;  and  in  consequence,  the  Madras  system 
will  be  faithfully  carried  out.  Such  an  Institution  is  very 
much  needed  amongst  us,  and  I  hope  it  may  meet  with  fair 
support. 

"At  Sussex  the  difficulty  of  a  site  for  a  new  church  still  retards 
progress,  but  through  tho  diligence  and  porsevorance  of  the 
ladies,  a  considerable  fund  has  been  realized,  and  we  are  hop- 
iiig  that  the  obstacles  may  be  removed  before  very  long.  The 
desolate  tumble-down  appearance  of  tho  old  churcli,  now,  I 
believe,  the  last  relic  of  ihe  zeal  of  the  Loyalists,  does  not  en- 
courage people  to  resort  to  it,  and  in  winter  it  is  not  safe  for 
delicate  persons  to  remain  in  it  for  the  whole  length  of  the  ser- 
vice. I  should  be  thankful  indeed  if  the  wisdom  of  the  General 
Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Church  Society  could  untie  this 
dreadful  knot,  which  the  experience  and  work  of  live  years  does 
not  seem  to  have  loosened  much.  However,  it  will  not  do  to  be 
discouraged,  and  I  humbly  thank  God  that  there  is  greater 
harmony  and  a  better  feeling  amongst  us  than  there  was  a  few 
years  since. 

'•  At  Dutch  Valley,  some  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
church,  and  Ihe  congregations  are  good.  I  regret  much  that  I 
am  unable  to  establish  a  Sunday  school  there,  which  is  much 
needed,  as  many,  even  of  the  grown  up  persons,  have  had  no 
education  at  all,  and  the  children  have  not  even  a  day  school  to 
go  to.  They  hare  been  very  prompt  in  this  district  in  meeting 
the  required  sum  of  $50  from  the  Diocesan  Cliirrch  Society  — 
quite  a  large  sum  for  them  —  and  have  also  kept  up  the  oifer- 
tory  collections  to  what  they  were  before  this  sum  was  imposed 
upon  them.  This  is  only  another  nroof  of  what  can  be  done  by 
our  church  people  in  the  country  districts,  if  the  matter  is  only 
put  before  them.  Now  one  last  word  about  Albert.  Is  any- 
thing being  done  by  the  Schedule  Committee  for  this  part  of 
our  mission  fitld?  The  people  are  ready  and  Avilling  to  raise 
the  svjm  required,  $200.  Could  they  do  tliis  if  there  were  no 
I  church  people  there?  They  may  be  few  indeed,  and  my  wonder 
is  there  are  any  left;  but  must  not  their  hearts  be  still  warm  if 
they  are  willing  to  meet  the  Diocesan  Church  Society  require- 
ments; and,  more  than  that,  have  they  not  souls  as  well  as  the 
missions  whose  wants  are  supplied,  and  whose  readiness  is 
sometimes  brought  out  almost  by  compulsion?  Let  the  Di- 
locesan  Church  Society  send  a  deputation  to  Albert,  if  there  is 
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a  doubt  as  to  llio  statcincMits  I  have  made  iVom  time  to  tiriio, 
(for  it  sooin>4  now  as  it"  I  was  almost  i\w.  only  Churchman,  out- 
side of  Albert,  who  cares  whether  the  County  has  a  Missionary 
or  not),  and  L  am  quite  sutislicd  the  field  will  not  bo  found 
altourether  barren.  There  are  now  three  Churches  iiuservo  U, 
and  Mechanic's  Settlement  is  ready  for  a  fourth."

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Society  for  the  Propagation  ok  thk  Gospel,

29th  May,  1872. 
My  Dear  Lord: 

1.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  the  amount  ol' assiiiitance 
which  the  Society  can  promise  for  tlio  year  1873.  Tlie  terms  of 
the  Society's  Resolution  are: 

(6.)  That  the  sum  of  £2,325  bo  granted  for  the  Diocese  of 
Fredericton,  in  the  year  ending  Slst  December,  1^73,  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Bishop  and  committee,  in  accordance  with 
tbe  Society's  Bve  Laws  and  ItOgulutions:  that  this  grant  be 
also  charged  with  anv  claims  for  pensions  which  may  arise  in  the 
year  and  be  admitted  by  tlie  Society;  with  any  expense  for  tlie 
passage  of  missionaries  from  tliis  country  to  Fredericton,  which 
may  be  incurred  here  in  accordance  with  the  Jiegulations;  and 
with  any  other  expense  strictly  appropriate  to  the  Diocese  and 
sanctioned  by  the  Society. 

That  the  pensions  of  Mrs.  Arnold  and  Mrs.  Milner  (together 
amountnig  to  j£lOO)  be  paid  in  1873  as  heretofore. 

That  the  sum  of  £120  be  granted  for  six  Dioinity  Exhibitions 
at  King's  College  in  1873;  three  of  £25  each,  and  three  of  £15 
each. 

2.  Last  year  the  Society  made  an  appeal  to  the  Christian  sym- 
pathy of  all  our  Iriends  and  fellow-labourers  in  foreign  parts, 
by  proposing  that  •'  in  every  Christian  congregation,  which  de- 
nves  help  from  the  Society,  an  annual  collection  should  be  made, 
to  assist  the  Society  in  its  missionary  work  among  the  heathen 
in  India."  In  some  colonial  dioceses  this  appeal  has  met  with 
a  hearty  response,  as  the  enclosed  '*  List  of  Foreign  Contribu- 
tions to  Slst  December,  1871,"  will  show;  and  the  offerings 
have  been  acknowledged  already,  in  each  case,  with  the  thanks 
of  the  Society.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the  sympathy  thus 
called  forth  partially,  should  spread  farther,  and  should  con- 
tinue so  long  as  the  great  common  duty  of  proclaiming  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ  to  our  heathen  telle  w-subjects  claims  the  co-oper- 
ation of  every  Christian  abroad  as  well  as  at  home.  I  am 
instructed  to  express  a  hope  that  the  Society  may  receive  at 
least  some  small  token  of  sympathy  in  missionary  work  from 
every  congregation,  assisted  by  the  Society,  in  your  diocese. 
I  would  further  ask  you  to  let  me  hear,  before  tlie  end  of  this 
year,  what  reception  the  proposal  meets  with  in  your  diocese. 
We  trust  that  by  stirring  up  the  zeal  of  many  hearts  in  this 
cause,  the  progress  of  missions  tliroughout  the  world  may,  by 
God's  blessing,  be  accelerated. 
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3.  We  are  sure  you  will  agree  with  us  in  tliinking  that 
growth  towards  a  state  of  independence  of  extraneous  support 
U  the  proper  accompaniment  of  missionary  efforts.  Progress 
is  essential,  though  it  may  be  rapid  or  slow,  according  to  Pro- 
vidential circumstances.  The  Society  has  thus  stated,  in  two 
liegulations,  what  is  generally  expected: 

(a) .  "The  time  during  which  a  Christian  congregation  or  mis- 
sion is  allowed  to  receive  grants  from  the  Society,  does  not, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  exceed  nine  years;  in  which 
time  it  is  expected  that  a  church,  a  parsonage,  and  an  endow- 
ment, will  be  provided." 

(b).  "  Where  the  population  is  mostly  heathen,  as  they  are 
converted  and  gathered  into  congregations  of  native  Christians, 
the  Society  requires  that  such  native  congregations  shall  build 
and  maintain  their  own  churches,  and  contribute  towards  the 
support  and  endowment  of  native  pastors." 

if  there  be  in  your  diocese  any  congregatian  which  does  not 
comply  with, the  conditions  of  the  Society's  assistance,  I  am 
desired  to  request  that  in  each  case  a  special  enquiry  be  made 
this  year  of  the  reasons  (whether  special  privileges  of,  or  cove- 
nants with,  the  clergy  or  other  reasons)  which  have  prevented 
compliance,  and  that  you  would  have  the  kindness  to  commu- 
nicate them  to  the  Society.  The  Society,  on  the  one  hand,  can- 
not continue  to  support  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  in  any 
one  place  permanently ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  it  does  not  con- 
template a  redaction  of  the  salaries  received  by  missionary 
clergymen,  which  are  now,  in  almost  all  cases,  fixed  at  the 
lowest  possible  rates.  But  it  requires,  in  all  cases,  that  local 
Sustentation  Funds  and  local  contributions  of  Christians  should 
gradually  take  the  place  of  English  alms  as  a  support  of  the 
Christian  ministry,  and  that  this  should  be  aimed  at  from  the 
beginning,  constantly  pursued,  and  effected  within  a  reason- 
able time.  Where  this  is  not  done,  the  clergy  man  who  is  partly 
or  entirely  supported  by  the  Society  should  be  transferred, 
with  the  Society's  concurrence,  to  some  other  field  of  labour. 

In  making  this  request  we  are  actuated  by  no  other  motives 
than  these :  First,  a  desire  to  see  our  sister  churches  in  a  state 
of  independent  reliance  on  the  resources  with  which  God  en- 
dows them;  and  secondly  a  desire  to  be  enabled  to  send  the 
message  oi  salvation  from  our  English  Church  to  new  fields 
Providentially  opened  to  us  from  time  to  time.

\   '  .  :oommcnd  any  grants  for  local  purposes. 

TheCommittee  feel  that  there  is  a  great  necessity  for  the  ser- 
vices of  a  missionary  in  many  parts  of  the  Diocese,  which  are 
80  far  from  any  resident  clergyman,  that  they  very  seldom  have 
any  one  to  minister  to  tliem.  They  therefore  recommend  that 
a  sum  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Schedule  Committee,  to 
enable  the  Bishop  to  employ  a  travelling  missionary.  The 
Committee  hope  that  an  earnest  effort  will  be  made  to  increase 
the  income  of  the  Society,  so  that  there  may  be  more  new  mis- 
sionary work  done,  and  that  the  grants  may  not  have  to  be  re- 
duced in  consequence  of  the  want  of  funds.      ■  -
